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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 -9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kazmaier et al U.S. Patent 6,320,007. 

The rejection is set forth at pages 2-3 of the office action mailed on 03/22/2005 and it is 
incorporated here by reference. All discussions are adequately set here. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed June 27, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The argument is that oxidizing process in the present invention 
occurs in situ in the course of the process for producing (co)oligomers or (co)polymers 
such that the amine of formula (I) and an oxidizing agent are present together in situ for 
producing a nitroxyl radical during the polymerization process. The applicants argue 
that Kazmaier discloses in the first step of forming a stable free radical aaent TEMPO 
from a precursor material , before the polymerization process, col. 4, lines 46-49; col. 5, 
lines 60-65. 
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4. However, in the alternative, Kazmaier also discloses: "the stable free radical 
polymerization of polymer products may be conducted in situ with the formation of the 
stable free radical agent from precursor materials. The present invention, in 
embodiments, permits both the formation of the stable free radical aaent and the 
polymerization of polymer products using the thus-formed stable free radical aaent in a 
single-step , single-reactor system," to produce narrow polydispersity polymer products, 
column 9, lines 3-13. Therefore, Kazmaier does suggest the formation of the stable free 
radical agent (nitroxyl radical) and the polymerization of polymer product in a single- 
step. Process for producing thermoplastic resin includes the in situ formation of a stable 
free radical agent from a precursor material in a reactor vessel, introducing a free 
radical initiator and at least one polymerizable monomer compound into the reactor 
vessel, abstract. Also, Kazmaier discloses that the oxidizing agent is innocuous and 
does not interfere with the polymerization process. An excess of oxidizing agent may be 
a benefit to increase the efficiency of the stable free radical polymerization process by 
increasing the polymerization rate, col. 6, lines 48-67. The oxidizing agent is present not 
only in the formation of the stable free radical agent, but also during the polymerization 
of polymer product. Process for producing thermoplastic resin in Kazmaier is readable 
in applicants' claims. 



Terminal Disclaimer 

5. The terminal disclaimer filed on June 27, 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
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patent No. 6,686,424 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded. 

The obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 1-9 over claims 1-3 of U.S. 
Patent 6,686,424 is overcome in light of a proper Terminal Disclaimer.
